CLIENTS. CJLE AN JED OUT. 

Oigaiitic SwiimUes Pci'i»c"frat«l' 
by ilic Messrs. ParkeT. 

. Loi^DON, April 20. —The crash and scan- 
aiil attendiiif^ tho llii^ht of the fashionable 
solicitors, Measi-H. I'arUer, prove worse 
and woi'Ho upon investigation. 'I'ho tiriu 
was compused of William Searlo Parker 
and Frederick Searlo I'arker, and iiad ol- 
egant cpiarlorti at Xo. IT Bedford row, W.' 
E. Byth lived in sumptuous style. Their 
clients Were from among thp wcalthie.st 
and most aristocratic families of England. 
Tlio tin bo.Ke.s on their .shelves contained 
iho title deeds of scores of families of tho 
nobility and landed gentry, and the con- 
sternation was widespread when it was 
announced on ]\[aroh 5 that both members 
of the firm hud fled after havitig misap- 
propriated many titl« deeds belonging to 
their clients and borrowsd various sums 
then reported to aggregate 8'2,r)00,OO(). 

At tho tirst meeting of tho creditors of 
the absconding aolicuoca, the ollioial in 
Bpector showed that tho total lial ili ties 
of the Hrm amounted to no less than $:"», 
COO.OOO, while the assets are virtuiilly 
nothing. Loss than one- third of the lia- 
bilities are secured against, and the rest 
will prove a total loss, bringing absolute 
financial ruin in many oases. The busi- 
ness of the concern was shown to have 
yielded a legitimate profit of 880,000 a 
year, but tho Parkers were tho victims of 
two forms of gambling — with baccarat and 
with stocks— and they dipped constantly 
deeper and deeper into tho pockets of 
their clients in tlieir struggles to retrieve 
past losses and achieve fortunes at a 
bound. They are now said to be spend- 
-ing -their ill-gmten gains at- Boulogne, 
while many of their creditors are reduced 
from a condition of comfort to actual 
want. 

The indignation among tho creditors is 
at fever-heat. Various methods of secur- 
ing at least partial restitution have been 
proposed, but there are many difficulties 
in the way. The London bank* coacern- 
ed refuse to act, fearing tho disclosures 
that might be made of their loose methods 
of lending depositors' funds. It is report- 
ed that several baifkers shared in tho stock 
speculation of tho i'arkers, using their 
depositors' money, and hoping to return 
it out of profits that never came. The 
greditora now hope to prove that some of 
these bankers, who are still solvent, were 
in partnership with tho I'arkers, and aro, 
therefore, liable for their debts, but the 
evidence is difficult to gather and the hope 
coming from tliis source is very vague.

The following passage occurs in Hos- 
well's "Life of .loiinson. " "Lurd .Shel 
burno used to toll mo that a mini of high 
rank, who looks into his own aflairs, may 
have all lie ought to have, all that can bo 
of any use, or appear with any advantage 
for £5,000 a year. '* The official salary oif 
the Prime Minister was li.xed at that sum 
by the Reform Ministry, and though oc- 
casionally the otlice of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, with half its enioluiiientH, are 
held by tho First Lord of tho Treasury, 
the salary has not increased. Perhaps 
the record of her expenses left by tho 
wife of Sir Philip, then Mr. Francis, may 
not be uninteresting.

Sketch of lEis Career. 

Yesterday morning, about 10 o'clock, 
after an illne.sH which assumed a .seri- 
ous turn only during the jmst week, the 
Chief .lustice of the t'ourt of Appeal 
passed away. 'I'he Honorable Jolin 
(iodfri'y Sjjragge was 7S years of age, 
had lived, a iife of usefulness to l)i.s 
country and honor to himself. In his 
private life, a genial, hospitable, and 
high-minded gentleman, ho was as 
much beloved by his friends as he was 
respected and honored in hi.s- high 
orticial po-sition. Po.s.'i(;ssed of high legal 
abilities, which made bim for many 
years a prominent ligure jit the bar, he 
was on April 25, 1 SS 1 , appointed Chief 
.iustice of Ontario, at the death of the 
late Chief Justiee Mo.ss. F[e w-aa then 
Vice-Ghancellor, and had filled that of- 
fice for four years, ili.s elevation to the; 
Chief J ustieeship was looked on by all 
as an honour bestowed on one who 
would bear it Worthily, and his career, 
wiiile bearing this burden, has proveil 
that the mam whs worthy of tho oHice. 
Tho appointment was made on the 
2.")th Ajiril, but ihe iluties of the olUee 
were not undertaken until aftei' May 
IDth, on which date (.'hief .lustico 
Spragge was sworn in by liis Ifonour 
Lieut. -Governor Robinson. Thi.s was 
previous to the ])a.ssage of the Judica- 
ture Act, and the subject of this sketch 
held the title of Chief .Justice of On- 
tario. After the important Act which 
consolidated and siin|)lified the Judica- 
ture came into ellect Chief Justice 
Spragge took the oath under the Act as 
Chief J uHtice of the Court of Appeal 
with the title of Chief .Justice of t)n- 
tario. Twice (luring tin: suiniiier of 1SS2 
he wa.s administrator of the Govern- 
ment of Ontario in the ubseiici; of 
Lieut. -tioveriior Robin.soii. 

.b'or a month Chief Justiee Spragge 
liad suffered from bronchitis, but he 
was nevertheless able to attend at Os- 
good Hall until last week. On Sunday, 
Aj)ri] 12, lie went to church and caught 
a cold, which aggravatoil his atlliction 
and brought on niliaiiunation of the 
lungs. Ho died ijuietly, his last days 
having been lengthened and his suffer- 
ings assuagf d by the attention of 
friends and physicians, especially his 
devoted son, J)r. li. \V. Sin-agge. 

The Chief Justice's family consists of 
j\Ir.s. Sjjragge, and two .sons and two 
daughters. On daughter Was married 
not long ago to Mr. P. Beverly' Hobert- 
son, of VVinnipeg, son of ^ir. Thom.as 
Kobertson, .M. P. for Hamilton. The 
death of the Chief .Uislice will cause a 
suspension of business at Osgood Hall 
as iiuirk of respect to his memory, and 
action will be taken by tlxi* Law Soci- 
ety and other public bodies in regard 
to the funeral, which will take place to- 
morrow afternoon. — Toronto Globe 



\VES'rfllI.\!«iTt« AbBEV. 

TlM- Decay of lis ^Viills— ITIat;- 
iiitiide of the Work of Ueslorn- 
lion. 

The decay in the walls of the Woat- 
minster Abbey is exciting renewed at- 
tention in England, owing to the ])ub- 
lication by the Tjondoii Times of tho 
principal points in a report of their 
condition, made by a distinguished 
architect two years ago, which has thus 
far been kept from the public. It ap- 
pears that in the external restoration 
of the abbey by Sir (.MiristO|)her Wren 
in the Ijegiiining of the last century he 
used a kind of stone which increased 
rather than diminished the dangers to 
the structure from the soft freestone of 
which it was originally composed. 
Down to the year 15-f O the ])rovisions 
for rejiairs of the abbey were mainly de- 
dependent upon tlie abbots in charge 
of the existing moiiastei-y at Westmin- 
ster, though lienry J 1 1, and other 
kings aided their work. in fact, it 
was not till l()(j2, two years after the 
restoration of theStuarts to the throne, 
that a repair fund existed, and from 
that lime to the year 1697 the dean 
and chajiter expended nearly .£20,000 
for thi.", i)ur|)ose, though twice this sum 
was at this date asked to adequately 
restore the decaying fabric. A com- 
mission vfas then a|)pointc(l by Parlia- 
ment to provide for this purpose dur- 
ing the first sixteen years of the last 
century, by a l)art of the p)-ocpedn of 
a duty on coals imported in London, 
but in 1711 the grant was commuted 
for a sum of i 1,000 annually to 
1724. Du]-ing four or five years 
between 1731 and 1741, when "Wren's 
restoration was carried out, an annual 
grant of i; 1,000 was made and when 
the dean and cha|)ter petitioned Parlia- 
ment for fresh aiil in ltS07 they stated 
that during tho last twenty years they 
had expemled m^arly .£29,000 on the 
church. From that time to 1S22 the 
parliiniiitary grants for repair of the 
abbey amounted to £42,000. Since 
then the appropriations have been in- 
creased, but the result of all this ir- 
regular work has left the abbey in such 
a .state that, tho Hiiiiin says, if the pro- 
cess of decomposition is not arrested, 
it must speedily cause the r uin of tho 
building. From £60,000 to X80,000 
areneededfor the restoration, and it very 
jjroperly'urged that the=amount should 
be furnished by the nation rather than 
by private fiubscription. It is to be ho- 
ped, however, that the .system of repair 
adopted will not wholly oblitera te the 



external walls and thus destroy the j .^.^.^^^.^ 
identity 'bf a structure which is associ-

THE BON. ALLEN FRANCIS AND 
BON. ]!. J. ST t: FENS. 

Tiio couiint,' doparture of the lion. 
Allen Francis, dui' Into American consul, 
from this provinoo will bo a source of i;oii- 
ornl regret, it was rumored some time 
ago that the cluinge wiia tu take place, but 
nothing detinite was known till lately. To- 
day the new consul Col. Robert J. Ste- 
vens entei-s officially upon hia new duties 
and hia predecessor will ultimately pro- 
ceed to take charge of the consulate at St. 
Thomas, Ontario. Mr. Francis litis resid- 
ed in the province 22 years; he arrived 
in Victoria in 18(>2 and had hia oUice as 
AQierican consul on Wharf street up to 
3871 when he engaged in a tradint* expe- 
dition in Alaskan waters. In 1877 he was 
again appointed uonsul, succeeding Mr. 
Eckstein, now .-Vmericau consul at .-Vm- 
Btordani. Mr. Francis has four daught- 
eraand two sons from long residence in the 
province haa almost become naturalized. 
His intimate acquaintance with its people 
and the trade and customs of the country, 
no doubt, materially aided him in per- 
forming his ollicial duties with .satisfaction 
to his own government, tiio people of the 
province and others who had business at 
the consulate. So sincere was this fool- 
ing In Victoria tiiat a memorial wtis for- 
warded to Washington asking that Mr. 
Francis be allowed to continue here. 
After residing so long in a city as Mr. and 
Mra. F^rancis have done in Victoria, seen 
a family grow up around them, and formed 
so many ties of friendship, tliey cannot 
leave for a new field without many regrets 
at the breaking up of old associations, and 
these we have already assured tiiom will 
bo cordially reciprocated by the people of 
Victoria and other porlioii.s of the pro- 
vince. The new consul Col. Stevens who 
enters on hia duties to-day is a man of 
middle age and a native of Newport, 
Rhode island, tie seme to California, in 
1849, engaged in the banking business 
and was superintendent of the mint. He 
afterward.s beciime chief secretary of the 
U. S. Congress and committee on ap[)ro- 
priations. Col. Stevens is married iind 
has a son and daughter at present at 
Olyropia. Mrs. Stevens is the daughter 
of the late Geuerol E, D. Baker who wos 
killed at the battle of Balls' Bluff in 18C1. 
We trust that the new consul and his 
family will find as much cause to con- 
aider Victoria an agreeable place of resi- 
dence as their predecessors seem to have 
done. 

TBE GAMBLING CASES. 

The notice served on the eity barristers 
by a majority of the city councillors, in- 
structing the firm not to prosecute in the 
gambling cases, is, we hope, susceptible 
of a more satisfactory explanation than at 
present aeeina pos.sible. The public will 
understand that the citizens who have as- 
sumed the duty -for it is a duty— of pit- 
ting down gambling, appeared in the 
court at a disadvantage. They wore put- 
ted against an eminent barrister and, of 
course, had to meet subtle argument ond 
voluminous authorities. Moreover, it was 
not until the court htid opened that the 
announcement was made that the city btir 
risters would not be allowed *,o 
appear, the notice having been served 
on the firm shortly before 11 o'clock. The 
citizens, conseiiuontly,were unable to in- 
struct other coiinsdl in time and the ixilice 
magistrate reftiscd tm adjournment to 
which, under the circumstances, we must 
be excused for saying, the prosecutors 
•were justly entitled. However, the po- 
lice magistrate has taken the matter into 
consideration and will render his decision 
to-morrow; and we only refer to the case 
at this stage to e.xpros.s the surprise and 
indignatioi! which ti majority of tho citi- 
zens feel at the unprecedented action of 
tho city council in declining to allow their 
Ifigal oftioora to prosecuto in a case involv- 
ing consideratioiis that intimately all'ect 
the moral tone of the community tind the 
well being of society.

THE KICKINO HORSE PASS 
MINES. 



The niiiicrs Want u Gohl Coiii- 
nilsslQiiei*. 

And Oomnlalsi of S&dVmtmentFrom 
the 0. F. "R. 

The local ,-;ovornment have received a 
letter from Hath City in the Kicking 
Horse Pass country, giving an account of 
the state of affaii-s there in regard to the 
newly discovered mines. The following 
ia a summary of the facts as stated: 

Last f umtiter , rich gold deposits were 
discovered along the summit of the main 
range in Hritiah Columbia and in the .Sel- 
kirk range. Tho miners were greatly ex- 
cited over it. Several gulches yielded 
from So to S7 per day. Tho news of tho 
discovery was noised east and many apoci- 
mons sent. Thereupon, Mr. Shields, 
Supt. of the Canadian i'acitic Railway, 
sent out a mining expert who examined 
the region and returned the most tlattor- 
iiig reports of its richness. Kootenay be- 
ing some 200 miles away application was 
made to this government for a commis- 
sioner; but as no positive answer wos 
given, very soon the miners called a 
meeting at which were about twenty-seven 
men holding free minora' licences. They 
chose M. (1. .S. Biugley to act in tho ca- 
pacity of commissioner or agent. Tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway clerks not being 
on the' beat of terms with thu miners, 
notified the authorities in Victoria that 
the action of the miners was illegal. Mr. 
Bingley then telegraphed and withheld 
any action until he had heard from tho 
authorities here. Ho received about S!35 
for licences from some half-dozen miners, 
which he sent to Mr, Kolly at Kootenay. 
He states that he eould have sent about 
150 applications for licences, but as a 
commissioner ia expected soon the miners 
decided to await his arrival. Mr. Bingley 
says thuy expect a big excitement there 
this summer, and ho estimates that a gold 
connnissioner at tho mouth of Kicking 
Horse river would make .SIO.OOO fur the 
government during tho ensuing year, and 
people who have lately arrived from the 
east put tho figures even higher. 

There is a complaint that tho Canadian 
Pacific is treating miner-i and others very 
badly, and preventing the settling up of 
that country. The fullowing is a copy of 
a notice posted up from the summit to tho 
Columbia river; ' 

NOTICE. 

All parties are hereby forbidden to cut 
any timber, or erect any buildings from 



Planing' Mill Owned by Donald 
Ulaeleaj' and r.,4>:iscd hy W. 
li. Cuntrell, Entirely 
l>estroy«d. 

About 11:30 o'clock last night an alarm 
was sounded from box 10, occasioned by 
tire in tho planing mill and sash and door 
factory on north Ninth street, near K, 
which with contents was destroyed. Tho 
building and machinery wore owned by 
Donald Macloay, and tho mill was loaaed 
to \V. B. Caiitrell. It was a low, one- 
story frame, 76 feet wide and luO foot 
deep. No one seemed to know in what 
part of the building the lire started, as 
the entire premises appeared to ho involv- 
ed when flarnes were first discovered Thero 
was prompt response by tho department, 
but the run w;is long and tho nearest cis- 
tern was four blocks distant; hence 
nothing could be done towards saving tho 
biiilding. A dwelling hou8e^^o_W;ned by C. 
Hivears, a wharfinger, situate o few foot 
north of tho mill, was also destroyed', 
though most of tho furniture was aavod. 
The firo lighted up the whole city and at- 
tracted thousands to it. The losses are as 
follows:

Insured, but amount 
not known. 

W. B. Cantroll, lessee, finished and uu- 
liiiished lumber, sash, etc., .$2,500 to

Twelve men were employed in tho mill 
and eight of them loaf thoir cliests of 
tools.

TWO DAYS' MAILS MISSIKG. 

Over SoveiUy Itoslsioi-tMl Letters 
Stolen 1 

Withia the past few days an alnrining 
fuct has come to light. It has been as- 
certained that ill! tho Eiigli.sii and Cana- 
dian letters tliat left ^'icto^ia on thu "-'Oth 
and 24th uf March by tho Piiget Sound 
steamer for traiiaptjrtiitioii eastward via 
tho Norlliurn Pacilic railway have never 
reached their destinations' Iiiuliuiod in 
tlio two mails were over 70 regislured anil 
a very largo number of unregistered lot- 
tari. Witliout an oxception all theau 

> have disappeared. The custom is to take 
a receipt from the U. S. mail agent on 
the sound steamec, _aftor which the bags 
are passed to his care. It is presumed 
that he, in turn, takes a receipt from tho 
mail agent on the train at Tacoma and 
that from that point proper procautiona 
are taken for the protection of the mails. 
The robbery is believed to have occurred 
somewhere on tho line of thu Northern 
Pacific railway. The pecuniary loaa ia 
doubtless heavy , and it will full with pocu" 
liar force upon many persona residing 
here, some of whom were aonding reinit- 
tancoa to bring on their friends. Last 
Decoinber two mails from Canada and 
England for British Columbia via tho 
Northern Pacific Railway were stolon. 
Subsequently some parties in Oregon 
were found to have about $40,000 in Can- 

-adian government cheques and drafts in 
their possession which they tried to ne- 
gotiate, but could not. The paper was 
sent on to this place where it hud been 
previously canceled. 

Parties who transmitted or wrote by 
the mails on tho datea stated should lool; 
up their letter books and write or remit 
again. It ia hopotf that a rigid enquiry 
will bo iiKstituted by both the Canadian 
and United States goveriimuiit.s, and tliat 
the KUilty parties will be brought to jua- 
tice.

HOT IKON IN THE MOUTIIJ 

A Cruel Practice in wlilcit Ig- 
norant lloi-seineii Indulgre. 



yesterday niorniiig, as Dr. 7.. Y. Purdy 
a veterinary surgooii, was walking along 
East Main street, near Preston, he came 
to a blacksmith shop, and was attracted to 
enter by preparations which were being 
made to perform some sort of surgical op- 
eration upon a horse that st^)od patiently 
within while one of the blacksmiths was 
trying to insert a giig between its back 
teeth. The doctor entered and found 
that the party was making ready to burn 
out the poor brute's mouth as a remedy 
for infection known amou£( horseman as 
*'tho larapers." As a member of tlie 
Humane Society of Louisville, and an 
intelligent friend of the equine race, ho 
jjeremptorily forbade the cruel oijoratioii, 
and threiiteuod the owner and the opera- 
tors with the penalties of the law to pro- 
vent cruelty lo animals in case] they per- 
sisted. Ho came uU' victorious and the 
owner was compelled to give over his du- 
aigna. Talking with a reporter of the 
Commorcial a few minutes afterward, the 
doctor unbosomed himself upon the sub- 
ject us follows : 

"The custom of burning away tlio gums 
of horses as a remedy for "lampors" is, 1 
am sorry to say, a very counnon practice. 
It is altogether cruel and uuncesaary, and 
the remedy is worse in its eU'ects than the 
so-called disease. In fact, there is no 
sucli disease; it is merely a swollen con- 
dition of the gums induced by indigestion, 
and the remedies adopted should be di- 
rected to the seat of the disease, the 
stomach, and oare should be taken to re- 
move the predisposing cause, which is 
oitlior improper food or overwork, and 
UduuUy both. All local treatment should 
bo palliative merely and the ino.st heroic 
should not go beyond a simple scarifying 
of the swollen gums to relieve the intla- 
mmation. Think uf burning away the 
gums entirely and leaving the delicate and 
sensitive parts of the animal's teeth ex- 
posed to sudden changes of temperature 
or shocks involved by drinking water or 
uating food with gritty, flinty ingredients, 
like cornl It is perfectly liorriblo to treat 
a horse after such a fashion, and T pro- 
pose to use all, the intluence of the flu- 
inane Society, to put a stop to it in Louis- 
ville." 

"Is not this burning recommended by 
the medical works upon the horse!" 

"No sir; and nobody but a brute or an 
idiot, or what is the next thing to an idiot, 
the mail who has no surgical knowledge 
uf treating a horse's disease, would ever 
think of resorting to it. The fact that it 
has been practiced for years by ignorant 
and heartless persons is no arguniont in 
its behalf. It is wrong, infamously and 
radically wrong, and the general public 
ought to know it." 

Wiiolc Wiiciil Flour. 



The inveiitioii uf tiraluun flour, as is 
-vrellknown, was an attempt to preserve 
all the nutritive elements of the wheat, a 
large part of which was lost in the ordi- 
nary process of manufacturing fine flour. 
The grain of wheat is composed of an 
outer husk of silex and woody fibre, a thin 
layer of gluten, and a uia-is of starch cells 
•which conatitutea nearly seven-tenths of 
the entire berry. In making tiraham 
Hour (when it is honestly made, and is not 
a mere mixture of low grade white Uuur 
and bruii) the outer husk is ground up 
with the gluten iuid starch. Although 
BUoh Hour contains much iiKjre nutriment 
than lino wliito tlour, the presence of the 
course, flinty bran, which has no food 
value, is a serious objection. It enhances 
the price, because the purchaser pays for 
what is of no use to him; and it is entirely 
indigestible, and a source of irritation to 
weak fltomachs. 

The whole wheat Ihiur, or line flour of 
the entire wheat, on the contrary, con- 
tains none of the course bran, which is 
removed before the wheat is made into 
Hour; but the entire kernel, except the 
woody liusk, is utilized, and forms a flour 
containing all the rich nutritive olenienta 
uf this royal grain in proportion. It is 
not a white flour, and iloes not make the 
bread white. No white flour can contain 
the needful amount of gluten to make a 
bread which will be in truth a "staff of 
life;" and the whiter it is, the less of the 
vital elements it cuntiLins . lii ead made 
from whole white lluur is brown; but to 
those who become accuatoined to it that 
is no objection, but is rather an assurance 
tliat what they are eating'hasa food value 
far greater than the whitest of white 
bread. 

This flour, inanu''uctured by the Fr,ink- 
lin Mill Compiuiy , of Lockport, N, Y., is 
made by a new process, in which no null - 
Btonea are used, the product being manu- 
factureid' cold, so that there is no change 
wrought by heating in the constituents of 
the wheat. 



Farm, Oardeii and Home 

It has beenahown that a "pan of milk 
standing ten minutes wliere it is ex- 
posed to the scent of a strong-.sinelling 
stable, or any other oiren.sive odor, will 
receive a taint tiiat will never leiivo 
it." 

It is estimated that there is one 
sheep in the United States to every 
thirty-four acres of territory. In Eng- 
land the rate is one to one -and onehalf 
acres. And yet we think this is a great 
.siieej) country. 

It is estimated that while cow.s giv- 
ing exceptionally large quantities of 
inilk will sometimes make iarg(> buUor 
teste, as a rule the two things lo not 
go together, !j(;inf,' incnnsi.steiit with each 
other. 

If a fine flavored potato is w:uitcii, 
plough up sod in the fall and plant to 
jiotatous in the spring, with out any 
manure. 'I'Ih^ width n])art must b(! 
judged by the growtli as well as llie 
character of the land. 

On an average it costs twelve cents 
for every additional pound of llesli add- 
ed to the weight of a two-year or three- 
year-old fatted steer, which has been 
demonstrated at the Canadian Model 
Farm. 

The increase of live stock is not equal 
to the increase of population. Since 
1860 the population of the United 
States has increa-sed 05 per cent, while 
the .increase in live .stock has been 
about 50 per cent. 

It is always well to watch tlie dogs 
at home. iMany of the most innocent- 
looking dogs are the ones that kill 
sheep, and they seem to pos.ses8 suffici- 
ent' intellignnco to liide the fault. All 
dogs should be constantly under .suspic- 
ion on Hhce|) farms. 

A Now York fanner says that he 
dragged his wheat, oats and barley lust 
spring under soau! doubt aa to tlie 
benefit to be expected, but that the 



:yield -waB'33 per cent greateii*'6f grain 
than on land not dragged, though the 
latter grow on richer soil. 

The chief diUiculty in feeding f otton- 
seed meal to stock is from the indigesti- 
ble busk, which has never been, entirely 
removed. If this can be done, as it 
doubtles.s will bo, now that cotton-.seed 
meal i.s .so largely called for, it is very 
likely to take the jilaco of other and 
le.ss nutritious feed. 

Professor Bergatrand, of the Royal 
Agricultural Acadeiny of Sweden, 
highly recommends the sun-flower-seed 
cako as food for cattle, and claim.s it 
contains from 13 to IG per cent of fat 
and about J.T per cent of protein sub- 
stance, and has therefore n nutritive 
value much above the ordinary feed 
stufls. 

William Brown, of the Agricultural 

College at Guolpii, Canada, says that in 
his view "There is no line of the far- 
mer's work at the present moment, even 
with wool so low, that jiays .so well, 
gives so little trouble, fewer risks, 
earlier returns, and in more 
ways makes things so comfortable, as 
wool.

Texas Siftings has soino curious particu- 
lars about the late Bon Thorapaon, the 
noted desperado of that state, recently 
slain by a brother desperado. Ho is said 
to have killed fifteei men with his own 
hand, and once killed two by succosivo 
shots of a revolver, fired in opposite di- 
rections, both having him covered with 
their own weapons, and only showing 
their heads. His clothes wore iilway.s 
fashionable, and 111) wore §3,000 worth of 
diamonds. In 1882 ho was made City 
Marshal or Chief of the Police of Austin, 
but had to take a vacation' in Juno in 
oi-dei- to kill a man in San Antonio to 
whom he owed a grudge, lie killed him, 
accordingly, but ho was put in prison for 
it and tried at San Antonio, bail being re- 
fused. He was acipiitted, of course, but 
he retained his oQice in Austin during 
his incaruration, and, oh his return to 
that city, had the horses taken from his 
carriage, and was drawn through the 
streets by an enthusiastic crowd. He was 
unwell at the time of his death, but people 
remarked, "Ben is a little bilious, but he 
will coiuo all right again as soon as he has 
killed a man." Sure enough he soon 
after sought to effect his cure by killing a 
certain Foster at San Antonio, but Fos- 
ter was too quick for him. Ben killed 
him, but not before he had relieved Ben 
himself of all future pains and aches by a 
well directed shot.
